1. FRENCH AMBASSADOR TOLD ME YESTERDAY. THAT HE PRESENTED 7FURD- PERSON 
S3TE TO GOB ASKING THAT ALTMANH BE DETAINED AS A FORMAL REQUEST 
FOR HIS EXTRADITION, ISSUED BY A FRENCH COURT. WOULD BE PRESENTED. 
ALTMf-KR WAS DETAINED BY EOLIVIAN AUTHORITIES AND THE FORMAL EXTRA- 
DITION REQUEST, WITH SUPPORTING DOCUMENTS, WAS PRESENTED. JIB- 
SE6UENTLY, ALTMANS WAS RELEASED BUT, ACCORDING TO THE FRENCH 
AMBASSADORl, HE IS UNDER POLICE GUARD. THE AMBASSADOR DOES NOT 
KNOW WHY FOHKIHISTEfi GST IERREZ HAS STATED PKA3LICLY THAT THE 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT HAD NOT FORMALLY REQUESTED EXTRADITION, 

SINCE A FORMAL REQUES, IMRTHE NORMAL MANNER HAS ICREED BEEN

2. THE AMBASSADOR GAVE EVEiVY INDICATION THAT HIS GOVERNMENT

PREFER TO STAY OUT OF THE CASE AS MUCH AS POSSRLE ALTHOUGH WOULD

LE. 

WHILE THE CASE SHOULD BE DECIDED ON LEGAL GROUNDS, IT HAS
